In an article last «;«*, we referred to 


the want of productive industry in our 
midst and madc'somc-suggestions that we 
deemed pertinent in regard to it, and we 
refer to it again as ft subject which cannot 
well be exhausted' until some reformation is 
really set on foot. 


The problem of-getting one's living 


whether of a nation, a state, a city, or an 
individual, is one of great importance. If 
our country imports more mil her exports, 
and her surplus funds can pay for,—the 
financial world -is m instantaneous agitation; 
if a state Irom poverty repudiates an honest 
debt, she is justly censured and stigmatized.- 
and if a comrimriity like our own, which 
has no substantial source of permanent re- 
venue, and yet has refined and expensive 
tastes freely indulged, is not in absolute 
danger of poverty in the end, we arc no 
judges of probable results from obvious 
c-rases. There is danger of this state of 
things; we grant that it is not imminent, 
but the actual fact remains and should chal- 
lenge our attention. 
We rely upon a 


single means of getting our living, and that 
an extremely precarious one. a mere mat- 
ter of taste and fancy. It is true that New- 
port possesses many charms not peculiar to 
her, in a greater degree than any other 
place, but various causes may operate to 
change this, either an increase in the con- 
veniences or attractions of other watering 
places, or a diminution of our own. For 
instance, the total loss of a large sound 
steamer, though not probable, yet should 
t occur, would 
deter 
many from ever 


venturing the trips again for pleasure; on 
the occurrence of all epidemic, or a contagi- 
ous malignant disease, these of themselves 
would suffice to destroy the charms of any 
watering place, in a great degree, and ours 
not lei-s than others. A single means o1 


getting ones living is as good as a thousand, 
providing it is based on some equal and 
sufficient demand, but the profession of 
caterer to the appetite for " fashionable sum- 
mering " is neither as secure, nor as digni- 
fied a reliance as we should wish to have. 


We rejoce in the prosperity that has be- 


fallen-our place, thus far befallen it, we say, 
or we think it was rather the fancy of 
visitors wandering in pursuit of health and 
coolness, than any business like endeavors 
on our part to attract them here, that made 
Nawport what it now is, the leading 
" watering place" of America. But we wish 
to open the eyes of our people to trie fact 
they must-* a part of them at least—now 
turn their attention to something else, and 


" seek to confer on Newport by dint of cour- 


ageous endeavor, that commercial position 
to which she is justly entitled, so that when 
*he day of reckoning comes we shall not be 
pronounced guilty of wrapping our talents in 
a napkin for safe keeping. 


We would not advise an y great invest- 


ments in doubtful enterprises, 
manufaetur- 


]ng or otherwise; because one failure to suc- 
ceed is a greater damage to true progress, 
than any neglect to attempt. For example : 
the Coddington Manufacturing Co., has 
been for years, and will be for many to 
come,- a gigantic monument of solemn warn- 
ing1 against all investments in manufactur 
ing. Through 
inefficient management it 


has always failed to make money, and has 
terminated disastrously in every attempt to 
"make it pay" 
Let us have no more fail- 


ures. This brings us back to our text 
again, Learn to do something thoroughly, 
first, and then do it, "with might and main." 
Tills is the first and great condition of suc- 
cess, Learn to do something well, not mere- 
to sell Wares or Dry Good or odds and 
ends, any gentlemanly and obliging man, of 
very moderate understanding can do that, 
\mt-tapruduce something, originate some- 
thing, make our ingenuity, our genius, our 
ndustry, and our capital furnish something 
to pay for the vast quantities of everything, 
we-yearly purchase from abroad ! This is a 
serious question. 
No community can long 


prosper that buys all it eats, wears, and 
uses, and pays for them in money only. 


We must of course, bye and bye' have 


ample railroad connection with Boston, 
New York and Providence, so that we can 
be reached from the West and South, the 
North and ulterior, with facility and dis- 
patch; when that is done, and we have 
made ourselves of some commercial impor- 
tance, which we can do if we will, the large 
vessels which will at first rendezvous at 
Portland will find this in every way a more 
central and better location. This may be 
called visionary, and will be, if ne exhaust 
our energies in petty local rivalries, and ub 
surd despondency, but if our lazy, lounging 
young men, would go to thinking and 
uorking, our business men would join hands 
•M'Aworktogdlier, and our capitalists would 
give our young and poor men the advan- 
tages of their influence and means, the thing 
can be done. Let us awake from this letlw 
argic sleep, ore it is too late ! It is 7/01; 
reader that we appeal to, not your neighbor 
nor anybody else, but you personally. 1 
you arc a man of means, don't smoke you 
cigar and pet your poodle, in complacent

If you Me a tradesman 
ruck 'What bruins you 'have, and 'cultivate 
more, to add'to your trade some new imple- 
ment, or facility, or improvement, that you 
can make 'licrc, sell abroad, anfl you who 
have one manufactures »nd one public 
commercial interest in your hands, be en- 
terprising ; try new fields of experiment, en- 
large as fast as profit warrants, become 
masters of your calling, and leaders ol'Yoilr 
sort, not follow weakly, timidly, and too 
late, in paths .x\;-:ii-,iod by bolder traders 
than yourselves! 


Again we say, Learn to do something, 


anything, that is honest and useful well 
and doit, earnestly and hopefully.

Bijou speculations regarding the weather 
too that most uncertain of all the mutabili- 
ties of our lot, were rife, and many were

10 feet wide, and 175 feet long leading to 
the dancing room, or tent, which covered an 
area of 80:feet square, and was perfectly 
floored for dancing, a few feet further east, 
was another tent, 25 by 60 feet, devoted 
solely to refrcs hmcnts, besides a tent for 
their prepartion, and numerous small ones, 
for parties of guests.
